He was one of the men who organized the Americus Engine Company, 
Number 6, on December 30, 1848. There were 53 men in the company, 
which included carpenterg, peinter, plumbers, merchants, etce, 
amohg whom were George D, Demilt, painter, William M+ Tweed, chair 
manufacturer and Robert Darrow, carman, The company was organized 
and established by the city authorities at the house of the Black 
Joke Engine Company No. 53, at Gouverneur Street near Henry. 
(Costello, Augustine E., "Our firemen. A history of the New York 
Fire Departments, vohunteer and paid."”, pub, 1867) At this time 
Alfred Falmer lived at 156 Hammond street. 

William M. weed was elected foreman of this company on May 235, 
1850. He was re-elected May 12, 1851, at which time Alfred Palmer 
was chosen assistant, replacing J. H. Johnson, the artist, On 
July 14, 1851 Tweed resigned and Alfred Palmer became his successor, 
Alfred Palmer was re-elected foreman twice, on May 10, 185e and 
May 16, 1855, which would take his term of office up to May 8, 1854. 

The Americus Company received a new double-decker or "Philadel- 
phia" style hand engine in 1850. ‘he artist Johnson painted the 
panel sides of the Engine 6, and painted a canvas in 1805, showing 
the engine and the company xt the Third Armual Parade of the New 
York Fire Department in June 1853. ‘the Astor House is in the back- 
ground. The painting, now on display at the American Museum of 
Fire Fighting, in Hudson, N.Y¥., shows Alfred Palmer, foreman, at 
the head of the marching men. | 
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Mr. Kenneth H. Dunshee, Curator of the American Museum of 
Fire Fighting, and author of the book, "As You Pass By", a history 
of New York City's fire companies, wrote me that Alfred Palmer ; 
"was listed in the fire department records as a coachmaker, He 
must have been one of the ablest and best-liked firemen in the 
city to have received the foremanship of this company which was 
one of the most influential and powerful. 

"Mere were some of the saltiest, most esperienced and heroic 
men in this company, so Palmer must have been quite a man to lead 
them and direct then. | 

" In 1853 the Six Engine House was atZ23 Gouverneur Street, 
and A.P. lived at 62 Norfolk Street." ceceec 

We have the rod carried by Alfred Palmer, made of mahagony 
and ivory. It seems to be more ornamental than most. Mr. Dunshee 
wrote: "In those brisk days there were many fights and Engine 6 
did its full share. It's members went fully armed for the brawls 
which often broke out, Apparently Alfred carried fancier equip= 
ment than most." 

He was a Master Masone 

In 1852 he lived with his mother and brother, Thomas Jey 
at 62 Forsyth Street. (George Washington Palmer, Senior's, deposition. ) 
He was living at 22 Pitt Street with his mother and brother Thomas, 
Henry lived upstairs. It was in this house that Alfred married
